It is sincerely to be hoped that out 
of the present movement to that end 
there may come a conference over the 
question of freight rates that will 
bring definite and lasting results. 

It goes without the saying, of 
course, that there can be no perma- 
nent settlement save on-a basis of ab- 
solute justice. That is all the busi- 
ness men of Atlanta are asking; it 
should be as much the desire of the 
railroads as of those who ask it. 

What ought to be brought about is 
a frank and free conference, at which 
the grievances of the business mgn 
can be fully presented, given fair con- 
sideration and adjusted on a basis of 
‘absolute justice. 

There can be no question that there 
‘are some very glaring discriminations 
against Atlanta. We do not believe, 
we have never believed, that the pres- 
‘ent managem€nt of the railroad sys- 
,tems doing businss in this section of 
ithe country have adopted any system 


of rates with a view to discriminating.

Lynching and the Federal Courts. 

The newspapers of the southern 
states are discussing, with varying de- 
grees of acerbity, the indictments re- 
cently found by the federal court at 
Huntsville against men charged with 
complicity in the recent lynching 
there. The same issue seems likely 
to be raised in the Statesboro cases. 
The possibility, therefore, of the fed- 
eral courts taking upon themselves 
the trial of men charged. with 
breaches of the criminal laws of the 
States gives promise of becoming a 
very live one. 

The Jacksonville Times-Union and 
Citizen, discussing the action of Judge 
Jones and his court, says: 


During the reconstruction era nothing 
aroused more bitterness at the south 
than the transference of trials from the 
state courts to the federal ones under 
color of protecting the negro. We 
have here another attempt to invade the 
reserved rights of the states which the 
supreme court has repeatedly condemn- 
ed ever since 1865, Jeffryes, in Eng-

J regard Judge Jones and his efforts to 
extend the jurisdiction of the federal 
courts as more dangerous than the fren- 
gred mobs at Statesboro and Huntsville, 
for mob violence is conceded to be a 
crime against the majesty of the law, 
and is condemned by the best citizens 
of every community, while the effort of 
Judge Jones to extend the jurisdiction 
of the federal courts to punish crimi- 
nals who have participated in ly nehings 
is an unwarranted usurpation of states’ 
rights done in the name of law. 


With the sentiments expressed in 
this letter we heartily agree. At the 


time of publishing a synopsis of Judge 
Jones’ charge to the grand jury, The 
Constitution expressed the hope that 
the issue would never reach the point 
‘of interference on the part of the fed- 
eral courts with the internal affairs 
of the states, and we sincerely trust 
that there will be no such clash as 
the writer of this letter pictures 

In our judgment, the highly im. 
portant fact to be emphasized in this 
‘eonnection is that it is within the 
power of the people of the southern 
‘states to prevent all trouble of this 
kind if they want to do so. 

It will be recalled that in comment- 
ing upon the possible continuance of 
lawlessness at the south, Governor 
Terrell held up as a warning the prob- 
ability that there might be attempts 
at federal interference on the part of 
the federal courts. The movement in 
this direction came sooner than he 
could have anticipated. While the 
raising of the question is to be de 
plored, the action of Judge, Jones can 
| be made of much value to all the 
‘southern states if the good people 
realize its portent and exercise the 
power which unquestionably is in 
their hands. 

There can be no such interference 
as the writer of this letter deplores if 
the severa] states give practical 
‘demonstration of their own ability to 
‘keep down lawlessness by meteing 
‘out punishment to every offender 
| against the law. 

It ought to be unnecessary to ‘e- 
peat that the way this can be done— 
the one way—is for the law-loving and 
law-abiding good people of every 
community to assert, upon any and 
every occasion, their determination to 
see Jaw and order prevail. It is in 
the power of the good, law-abiding 
people of Georgia and of every other 
southern state to avert the possibility 
of interference on the part of the fed- 
eral courts; they can do this by pre- 
venting lynching and mob lawless- 
ness of every kind. If there are no 
crimes of this nature committed, there 
can be no excuse for federal inter- 
ference.

APTAIN ROBERT M. HITCH’S 
i letter addressed to Governor Ter- 

rell, which was published in Sun- 
day’s Constitution, was the topic of dis- 
cussion at the capitol yesterday. 

Those who ate not supposed to be 
posted on military affairs, took the politi- 
cal view of it and discussed it from that 
standpoint. Others interested in the mili- 
tary aspect talked about it from that 
side, there belng varying opinions. 

“That is not the end of the matter by 
any means, in my opinion,” said one of 
the statehouse officials, who looked at the 
case from the former standpoint. “I be- 
lieve a good deal more will be heard 
from it, though I have but [fittle more 
than my opinion to base this statement 
upon. Just how of in what way it will 
come to the front, is a matter that will 
have to be developed, but I feel this mat- 
ter is going to play some part in the 
political sftuation in the state.”’ 

Capitol officials realize that Captain 
Hitch feels aggrieved, and perhaps very 
naturally, but they criticise him for at- 
tacking the governor when that official 
is in a position where he cannot very 
well hit back in kind. They considered 
that the governors statement published 
in yesterday's Constitution, was prac- 
tically all the governor could say under 
the circumstances. 

“There are, doubtless, many people who 
will accept the statements in Mr. Hitch’s 
letter without knowing anything about 
the other side of the case,” said another 
official, ‘for the governor cannot-well re 
iply, nor can any of the military officers 
who were connected with the court- 
‘martial. A reply from a military officer 
‘would be tantamount to sucn action by 
the governor himself, because no mili- 
tary officer could reply without the con- 
sent of his commander-in-chief.” 

A military officigl asserted that Mr, 
Hitch was mistaken in his. statement 
that he was not.in supreme authority at 
Statesboro, While he was directed to re- 
port to civi] authority, said this official, 
he was not confined to the instructions 
given him by such authority. The code 
'distinctly gives the officer in command 
‘on riot duty, he stated, the right to de- 
‘part from such instructions whenever he 
|\may deem proper for upholding the law 
jand attaining the object in view. 
| The indications are, according to scv- 

eral of the state house officials, that 
the Hitch court martial is going to play 
a still more important part in state 
affairs than it thas yet done, though just 
what specific direction it will take they 
do not predict. 


Plea Made for Gamblers.

Prompt Action of Firemen and 
Employees Averted Panic, 


Flames Burst Forth in the Midst of 
Matinee Performance and Wo- 
mien and Children Were Kept 
From*Stampeding by 
Cooler Heads. 


By the vigilance of two Atlanta firemen 
and the precautions adopted by the 
owners of the theater, the Grand opera 
house narrowly escaped a serious fire 
end disastrous panic, when, at a per- 
formance of Sheppatd’s movirg pictures, 
given yesterday afternoon, a fire broka 
out in the middle of the pit. 

On account of the damage to -the 
films by the fire, the performance Igst 
night was called off, though the theater 
was in every way prepared for the per- 
formance, 

The house was crowded with women 
and children and nearly every seat in 
the pit was filled. The house was dark- 
‘ened in order to give the moving pic- 
tures, and the attention of the audience 
was brought to the fact that there was 
a fire in the house by the sudden flash 
of light that followed the absolute dark- 
ness. 

The inflammable films which were used 
in the production of the pictures had 
been touched into action by a floating 
spark from the lantern. 

Immediately the house was lighted 
up as bright as day, and trembling and 
frightened, the women and children real- 
ized that a fire was in progress. At once 
the house was in commotion, and the 
‘screams of thoge present told of the 
presence of the danger. 
| The one remedy for the evil, however, 
‘provided for just such a chance by 
‘Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta fire depart- 
‘ment prevented a serious disaster. Two 
firemen, who have been provided for all 
|performances of the opera house, Cap- 
‘tain W. H. Clowe, of No. 7, and R. 
| ir. Fisher, of No, 6, came rushing 

dragging a hose, one 
‘end of which was attached to a stand- 
|pipe, and in a moment began tp play 
on the fire. The blaze was extinguished 
with little difficulty, as soon as the fire- 
men could reach it with their hose. 

It was-largely due to the efforts of 
‘these two firemen and theater employees 
ithat so few injuries were received in 
‘the fire. The first thing they did was 
‘ty open the exit doors and ther play 
water on the flame, calling out all the 
‘time to the people in the house to keep 
‘quiet, that there was no danger, and that 
ithe flames would be extinguished in 
‘short order. 

Once the hose began to play on the 
‘fire there wag no chance for any further 
‘danger. The only ‘people reported in- 
'Jured in the house were Mr. and Mrs. 
|Walker. These two were seated right 
near the apparatus for making the pic- | 
tures, and Mrs. Walker was trampled 
on and her face singed by the fire. Her 
husband was also slightly singed. 

How the Fire Started. 

As a usual thing in performances call- 
‘Ing for moving. pictures, the apparatus 
is placed in the gallery, and the pictures 
are thrown on a white curtain on the 
stage, while the theater is darkened. 

In order to secure a better effect yes- 
terday afternoon the apparatus was placed 
in the pit in_the very center of the house, 
The performance called for seven films. 
The accident ocurred tin tne second halt 
of the performance just a short time be- 
for. the close. 

Ba ™ of the apparatus !s a big lantern. 
As ea hd film is run through, it is with- 
drawn and placed under the apparatus, 
giving room to another. A spark from 
the lantern flew downward, touching the 
fiillms, and in a moment the theater was 
as light as day. 

Three of the films were destroyed. 
There was really no danger, as une nre- 
men were on hand at once to put out 
the flame, but the panic which always 
seizes people in time of danger was in 
evidence at- once. Some cooler heads, 
perceiving that others were more fright- 
ened than they were, aided in quieting 
the others, and in this way the danger 
was lessened. 

The owners of the theater did every- 
thing possible to prevent injury resulting 
from a fire. The Grand is as well pre- 
pared for a fire as any other theater !n 
the country. There are a number ou 
exits, and the house can be emptied in 
short order. The exists were openca ay 
once and the asbestos curtain pulled 
| down, 

Women and Children Present. 
The house was crowded with women 
and children, owing to the fact that there 
were qa large number of school children 
present, special inducements having been 
offered by the management, 

“Tl am tndeed thankful,’ said Chief 
Joyner yesterday afternoon, “that the in- 
jury done by the flames was so slight. 
I had two men ready on the scene to 
provide for just such an emergency and 
they did their full duty and deserve praise 
| for their work. The emplovees of the 
theater acted promptly and kept cool 


during the intense excitcment. 
“Thoy kept their heads throughout and 


managed to keep the people in their seats 
and prevent them from trampling over 
each other in a mad rush for safety. The 
hose was ready and prompt action *was 
all that was needed, though, of course, 
men had to be provided trained to meet 
such a case.

In Statu Quo. 

Just what action will be taken, if any, 
with regard to the reply of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company as to the 
Ownership of its capital stock is a ques- 


tion that may not be determined for 
some time to come 


In response to a petition from the At- 
lanta freight bureau the railroad com- 


mission asked the Centra] of Georgia for 
this information, and it will be remem- 
bered the Central replied that 49,985 of 
its 50,000 shares were held by a commit- 
tee composed of Adrain H. Joline, George 
Sherman and Alexander R. Lawton. This, 
in fact, was the feature of the Central’s 
answer. The Centra] stated, in effect, 
that it did not know who the committee 
represents in this ownership of the capi- 
tal stock. 

The object of the freight bureau's pe- 
tition was to determine whether or not 
the Central of Georgia is controlled by 
the Southern, with a view, if such should 
be found to be the case, of having the 
commission order the Central and the 
Southern under rule |, which would make 
a continuous mileage rate apply to any 
shipments over portions of the two roads, 
and thus reduce the freight rate on such 
shipments. 

Since the receipt of the answer the 
Atlanta freight bureau has not indicated 
what it intends to do in the matter. If 
the Southern controls the Central, the 
answer does not indicate it, and to de- 
termine the question definitely it would 
be necessary to secure further evidence. 
Whether the members of the committee 
holding the stock could be summoned and 
made to disclose their principal, is a 
question vf law which the commission 
would have to have passed upon should 
it be decided to carry the matter further.

NO ONE INURED 


Prompt Action of Firemen and 
Employees Averted Panic 


Flames Burst Forth in the Midst of 
Matinee Performance and Wo- 
men and Children Were Kept 
From'*Stampeding by 
Cooler Heads. 


By the vigilance of two Atlanta firemen 
and the precautions adopted by the 
owners of the theater, the Grand opera 
house narrowly escaped a serious fire 
end disastrous panic, when, at a per- 
formance of Sheppatd’s movirg pictures. 
given yesterday afternoon, a fire broka 
out in the middle of the pit, 

On- account of the damage to -the 
films by the fire, the perfetmance Igst 
night was called off, though the theater 
was in every way prepared for the per- 
formance, 

The house wag crowded with women 
and children and nearly every seat in 
the pit was filled. The house was dark- 
ened in order to give the moving pic- 
tures, and the attention of the audience 
was brought to the fact that there was 
a fire in the house by the sudden flash 
of light that followed the absolute dark- 
ness. 


in the production of the pictures had 
been touched into action by a floating 
spark from the lantern. 

Immediately the house was lighted 
up as bright as day, and trembling and 
frightened, the women and children real- 
ized that a fire was in progress. At once 
the house was in commotion, and the 
screams of thage present told of the 
presence of the danger. 

The one remedy for the evil, however, 
provided for just such a chance by 
‘Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment prevented a serious disaster. Two 
firemen, who have been provided for all

‘that so few injuries were recefved in 
ithe fire. The first thing they did was 
(ty open the exit doors and then play 
water on the flame, calling out all the 
itime to the people in the house to keep 
‘quiet, that there was no danger, and that 
the flames would be extinguished in 
short order. 

Once the hose began to play on the 
fire there wag no chance for any further 
Aanger. The only people reported in- 
jured in the house were Mr. and Mrs. 
| Walker. 
near the apparatus for making the pic- 
tures, and Mrs. Walker was trampled 
on and her face singed by the fire. Her 
‘husband was also slightly singed. 

How the Fire Started. 
As a usual thing in performances call- 
‘Ing for moving pictures, the apparatus 
is placed in the gallery, and the pictures 
are thrown on a white curtain on the 
stage, while the theater is darkened. 

In order to secure a better effect yes- 
terday afternoon the apparatus was placed 
in the pit in_the very center of the house, 
The performance called for seven films. 
The accident ocurred tn tne second halt 
of the performance just a short time be- 
forthe close, 

Ba * of the apparatus !s a big lantern. 
As ea hb film is run through, it is with- 
drawn and placed under the apparatus, 
giving room to another. A spark from 
the lantern flew downward, touching the 
fiilms, and in a moment the theater was 
as light as day. 

Three of the films were destroyed. 
There was really no danger, as une vre- 
men were on hand at once to put out 
the flame, but the panic which always 
seizes people In time of danger was in 
evidence at once. Some cooler heads, 
perceiving that others were more fright- 
ened than they were, alded in quieting 
the others, and in this way the danger 
was lessened. 

The owners of the theater did every- 
thing possible to prevent injury resulting 
from a fire. The Grand is as well pre- 
pared for a fire as any other theater In 
the country. There are a number on 
exits, and the house can be emptied in 
short order. The exists were openca ay 
‘once and the asbestos curtain pulled 
down, 

Women and Children Present. 

The house was crowded with women 
and children, owing to the fact that there 
were a large number of school children 
present, special inducements having been 
offered by the management. 

“Tl am indeed thankful,’’ said Chief 
Joyner yesterday afternoon, ‘‘that the in- 
jury done by the flames was so slight. 
I had two men ready on the scene to 
provide for just such an emergency and 
they did their full duty and deserve praise 
for their work. The employees of the 
theater ncted promptly and kept cool 


during the intense excitement. 
“Thay kept their heads throughout and 


managed to keep the people in their seats 
and prevent them from trampling over 
each other in a mad rush for safety. The 
hose was ready and prompt action *was 
all that was needed, though, of course, 
men had to be provided trained to meet 
such a case.
